- L. Talarico presented her previously distributed memo indicating a correction on page three (3),
eliminating the paragraph pertaining to 244 CMR 9.03: Responsibilities of Nurse in Management Role, as
it was not germane to this topic. A corrected copy will be placed in the Board packet. The memo
1dentifies an inquiry received by the Board asking if it was within the scope of practice for a licensed
nurse to administer intranasal Naloxone to an unspecified recipient who presents with specific symptoms
of an opiate overdose using standing orders from a duly authorized prescriber. The memo outlined
relevant statutes and regulations, professional association opinion and information pertaining to
Naloxone. The memo included recommendations to Board members.
